Lady Londonderry was attired in a 
cloth of gold mantle, embroidered like an altar 
cloth ; Lady Antrim, the youngest dowager in 
the peerage, in a piquant Parisian costume, 
even more startling and delightful.” On a 
“ raised dais,” addresses from the tenantry were 
received, and a written answer was read “ with 
a perfection and elocution which reminded ns 
af Queen Victoria when opening Parliament.” 

How President Buchanan Receives the 
Ladies. —A Washington correspondent of the 
South says: 

“ Mr. Buchanan still continues to have hosts 
of lady visiters, and scarcely a pretty woman 
comes to Washington, but she must see the 
bachelor President, His manners towards his 
fair visiters show that he is no 1 lady’s man; ’ 
his graceful commonplace seems to fail him 
with them; and I have seen him evidently 
sorely taxed to find a few words to say to the 
fair dames who will find their way to his recep¬ 
tion room. He is said to have been compelled 
to have recourse to two stereotyped phrases, 
which he invariably addresses by turn to the 
ladies, as he runs the gauntlet of them at re¬ 
ception hours. They are these—‘Madam, is 
this your first visit to Washington ? ’ A pause, 
and then, ‘ Madam, I would advise you to visit 
the Smithsonian Institute.’ After which, the 
lady is expected to vamose." 

Mr. Robert J. Church, of Industry, recently 
had a severe encounter with a bear, in the vicin¬ 
ity of Moosehead Lake.

He 
did not renew the attack, but made off, evident¬ 
ly dissatisfied with that mode of assault.— Port¬ 
land Advertiser. 


The general depression in trade has greatly 
affected! what may be called the manufacture of 
books. There has been a general decline in 
the boojr trade ever since the summer of 1856, 
about which period commenced that political 
excitement, throughout the whole country, which 
was scarcely ended by the desiderated election 
of Mr. puchanan to the Presidency. All through 
the snmjmer, all through the autumn, all through 
the winter of 1856, publishers may be said to 
have rested on their oars, doing very little, and 
actually undetermined what to do. This was 
the case in every city where publishers do con¬ 
gregate. It was so, no less, in Philadelphia. 
In the early part of 1857, prospects seemed to 
brighten, every one seemed to think that better 
days were at handy but comparatively few cared 
to break the iee. The Appletons in New York, 
Ticknor & Fields in Boston, and Lippincott in 
Philadelphia, chiefly showed activity. 

The spring season came and passed, without 
much having been done by publishers. Then 
came a pause—a watting, it was said, until the 
fall, which came—a fall, indeed, bnt not of the 
expected kind. At present, little is doing. The 
Appletons are preparing their new Cyclopedia, 
the first yolume of which will be published in 
January; Redfield has nearly ready, but, post¬ 
pones, a beautifully-illustrated edition of Edgar 
A. Poe’s Poems; Stringer & Townsend have 
issued that magnificent work of Herbert’s on 
the Horse in America, (the agency for which, 
for Pennsylvania, has been transferred to J B. 
Lippincott, of this city;) the Harpers have 
issued Barth’s African Explorations, and prom- 
ise Livigsfone’s; here and there, in other cities, 
we find faint symptoms of vitality. Here, with 
the exception^ Elder’s Life of Dr. Kane, which 
Chfids & Peterson will speedily issue, and of 
which, from the high ability of the author and 
the deep interest of the subject, much is ex¬ 
pected, we do Dot hear of any forthcoming nov¬ 
elty. T. B. Peterson announses that he throws 
a million of copies of various books into retail 
sale at half price, (the next thing will be to 
give them away,) and A. Ranney, a New York 
publisher, advertises 500,000 books od the gift 
principle, which has been so popular (and 
profitable?) here and elsewhere. For the last 
two months, we are well assured, the sale of 
books by the gift stores has been greater than 
the whole retail sales of all the publishers in 
this city. 

Whatever the cause, the same inactivity in 
the publishing trade has prevailed in England 
since the close of the Russian war. For some 
time, scarcely any books, except, those relating 
to that warfare, had any sale in England. Just 
when a reaction was anticipated, and the au¬ 
thors began to prepare for fresh work, the In¬ 
dian revolt came on, and turned public atten¬ 
tion into another and particular channel. At 
present, (with the exception of reprints of pop¬ 
ular works of fiction, for the various “ libraries,” 
which are supplying the public with good lite¬ 
rature, cheaply,) there is scarcely any demand, 
in London, for any boobs, except those which 
relate to India. Mr. Stocqueler, formerly edi- 
t° r _ of a newspaper at Calcutta, who has been 
trying, for the last twelve years, to induce pub¬ 
lishers to accept his written experiences of In¬ 
dia, now finds himself a man of the times, and 
has sold, by tens of thousands, a hastily-written 
book, giving information about the people and 
the seat of war. Mrs. Colin Mackenzie, a well- 
meaning woman, who thought she had a mis¬ 
sion to convert the Hindoos, and, three yeara 
ago, published two volumes, oalled “Life on 
the Mission, the Camp, and the Zenana,” which 
had no very great sale, has reissuad it as “Six 
Years in Delhi,^ and the mere name sells it off 
in thousands—so absorbing fo the one prevail¬ 
ing subject. 

In the absence of book writing, it might be 
expeoted that American authors would, more 
largely than heretofore, throw themselves into 
the Magazines. _ But with the exception of 
Harper s, which is attractive by illustrated arti¬ 
cles, and the Knickerbocker, which exhibits so 
largely the general character of L. G. Clark, its 
editor, the Magazines have rather declined. Of 
late, Putnam's, compelled to yield to the pres¬ 
sure of the times, has been devoured by Emer¬ 
son’s Magazine, which, like Pharaoh’s lean kine 
swallowing up the fatted, has destroyed it, with¬ 
out bettering itself. The Philadelphia Maga¬ 
zines cannot be said to have improved, and, in¬ 
deed, are generally accepted as media for la- 
dies’ fashions, rather than for any distinctive* 
literary character. 

About this time, according to the piiolic an¬ 
nouncement, we have been led to expect the 
first number of the magazine npon which 
Phillips, Sampson, & Co., of Boston, have en¬ 
gaged not only American but also English 
authors ot reputa, With such a strong array 
of paid contributors as it announced, this mag¬ 
azine ought to take the lead among American 
periodicals. We should have been better pleased, 
had it wholly relied upon the large amount of 
available and undoubted talent whioh this 
country now possesses. But, provided it do 
not huild up a party-wall of Abolition, for the 
express purpose of running its head against, 
we see no reason to anticipate that, properly 
and impartialy conducted, this Boston maga- 
zine can or will be a failure. We await the 
first number with considerable expectancy. 

Two good things, this dulnesB in the book 
trade is likely to effect. Authors, instead of 
writing, as horses are made to tud, against 
time, will have more time for research, and 
thought, and concentration. Writing too fast 
has beep one of the literary evils of late years, 
caused by a great demand for popular books. 
For, though we have more newspapers than 
any other country in the world, it also happens 
that we read more books. Two or three years 
ago, there was competition among publishers, 
as to which, within the season, should produce 
the greatest number of books, by popular au¬ 
thors. That competition is ended, and. authors 
have leisure, which it is to be hoped they will 
improve, to think a little more than that they 
were able to do. 

The Columbia (S. 0 ) Times thus records one 
of the melancholy results of sending young 
men North to be educated. It is a sad case, 
truly: 

“ A highly-respeetable and wealthy planter 
in an adjoining district sent one of his sons, 
an intelligent youth, to a Northern school, to 
be educated. After remaining some years, he 
took a religious turn, studied divinity, and was 
admitted to orders in the Episcopal church. 
At his father’s death, which took place some 
time after, so thoroughly had the young man's 
mind been fascinated by his Northern precep¬ 
tors and associates, that it was with the utmost 
difficulty he could be prevented from manumit¬ 
ting his negroes that fell to him from his fa¬ 
ther’s estate. He now resides altogether at 
the North, alienated from the society, if not the 
affections, of every member of his family. Nu¬ 
merous instances have occurred, showing the 
danger of seeing Southern youths to be edu¬ 
cated &t Northern schools.” 

A worthy clergyman of New York, following 
the practice of his ministerial brethren, recent¬ 
ly preached a very earnest discourse on the 
hard times, enforcing the duty of retrenchment 
and economy. Immediately after church, the 
congregation took him at his word by holding 
a meeting, at whioh his salary was cut down 
from $1,000 to $600.

I was not a little surprised and mortified at 
the appearance in the Era of Judge Jay’s let¬ 
ter to Messrs. Higginson, Phillips, Mann, and 
Garrison, the subject of the Northern Conven- 


That Slavery has had a sad influence upon 
the Southern churches, and has debased many 
of the Northern clergy and laity, we have by far 
too painful evidence. But that it holds any 
such sway over the Northern church as the 
learned Judge alleges, is as far from the truth 
as anything he could have said: “The North¬ 
ern church, with rare exceptions, pursues in 
regard to Slavery a time-serving, man-pleas¬ 
ing policy, probably still more offensive to God 
than that of our Pro-Slavery politicians. The 
larger portion of our clergy, like the Priest and 
Levite, pass by on the other side, evinoing nei¬ 
ther sympathy for their wounded brother, nor 
indignation against his assailants,” &o. [The 
italicizing is my own.] So far is this from the 
truth, that an overwhelming majority of pro¬ 
fessing Christians throughout the entire North, 
and the clergy of most of the religious Protest¬ 
ant denominations, with only here and there an 
exception, and these exceptions chiefly in our 
large Eastern cities, are openly, fearlessly, and 
uncompromisingly, opposed to Slavery. They 
talk, preach, and vote, against the accursed 
system. So generally is this the case, that it 
has beoome one of the commonest things for 
Pro-Slavery papers and orators to speak of the 
“shriekers and the preachers,” to denounce 
“ politics in the pulpit,” and “ religion in poli¬ 
tics.” What class of men so aroused the wrath 
of the Illinois Senator, to whom the Katisas- 
Nebraska fraud owes its paternity, as the three 
thousand New England clergy, who remonstra¬ 
ted against that most iniquitous act? The 
Democratic papers have teemed with anathe¬ 
mas against “ political preachers,” whose influ¬ 
ence they seem to dread above all things else. 
Indeed, so wide of the truth is Judge Jay’s 
statement, that the “rare exceptions” at the 
North are the preachers who apologize for Sla¬ 
very i and I am unwilling that the South should 
be deceived by supposing it otherwise. Let 
them not flatter themselves that they have the 
support and countenance of theNorthern clergy, 
or of a very considerable portion of the Northern 
laity. It is not so. The Northern church is 
opposed to Slavery, and is bringing its power- 
fat influence to bear against the nefarious sys¬ 
tem. If Judge Jay thinks otherwise, it is be¬ 
cause he has restricted his observations to very 
limited localities, or to a very limited class of 
clergymen. Let him come out of his sphere of 
observation, and look abroad over New Eng¬ 
land, and over the vast West, and inquire into 
the position and character of the clergy that 
sway the masses, and he will find abundant 
reason to change his opinion. Let a poor fugi¬ 
tive from oppression, if he wants assistance on 
his way towards the North Star, apply to a North¬ 
ern clergyman, of whatever denomination, and 
he can hardly apply amiss. And yet these are 
the men whom Judge Jay characterizes as des 
tituteof “sympathy for their wounded brother,” 
who, “ like the Priest and Levite, will pass him 
by on the other side.” 

But the grossest and most unaccountable de¬ 
parture from truth in this strange letter is in 
what is said of the Methodist Episcopal Church. 
The Judge says, “ Of all our Northern church¬ 
es, the Me’hodist has afforded the most striking 
aud painful illustration of the corrupting influ¬ 
ence of political and ecclesiastical union with 
Blaveholders.” The Judge seems to have very 
little knowledge of what he is writing about. 
He seems to be almost wholly ignorant of the 
history of the Methodist church on the Sla¬ 
very question. To prove that this “ North¬ 
ern church” is “ hypocritical” to a most “ xnel- 
anoholy and astounding” degree, and has be¬ 
come “ the most unscrupulous tool of the slave¬ 
holder,” he goes back to 1836, (nearly twenty- 
two years ago,) before it was a “Northern 
church” at all, when the question of Slavery 
first began to agitate the churoh, under the 
modern excitement which called general atten¬ 
tion to its enormities and its aggressions, and 
when few comparatively knew the extent of its 
wrongs, or the rapaoiousness of its demands. 
He is complaining of the “Northern ohurch,” 
and yet he does not refer to a single act done 
by the church since its division I He seems to | 
be entirely oblivious to everything that has ! 
transpired in the churoh since 1840, several 
years before the division which severed most 
of the South from any connection with the 
Methodist Episcopal Church. Among other 
proofs of the “ hypocrisy” and Pro Slavery pro¬ 
clivities of this “Northern church,” he addu 
ces the resolution of the Georgia Conference, 
that 81avery “ is not a moral evil.” His readers 
will be not a little surprised to learn that Geor¬ 
gia has changed its position in the Union, and 
has taken its place among the “ Northern ” 
States, or that the Georgia Conference has been 
transferred to the Northern churoh. And did 
the Judge not know that the “Northern” por¬ 
tion of the church, to a man, rejected this 
doctrine of the Georgia Conference, and that 
quite a number of the Conferences called up 
the Georgia resolution, and condemned it in the 
strongest terms ? 

I shall not attempt to justify ail that was 
done twenty years ago, even in the Northern 
portions of the Methodist Episcopal Church on 
the Slavery question. My opinion then was, 
as now, that the action had in several of the 
Conferences, against “modern Abolitionism," 
was all wrong. The very men who instigated 
those measures, now see their error; and the 
warmest advocates, at present, of what was 
then called “modern Abolitionism,” are found 
among the very men who were so horrified at 
the ghostly thing then. The sentiments of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church have become so 
radically Auti-81avery, that the Judge is obliged 
to go back a score of years, and then pick up 
the action of the Southern wing of the church, 
and ascribe it to the “ North,” to make out a 


tion of the corrupting influence of political and 
ecclesiastical union with slaveholders 1 ” 

I shall not pretend that the action of the 
Methodist Church has always been right on the 
subject of Slavery. The church had been 
gradually losing ground, and allowing the 
evil to spread, and become more formidable, 
until the modern agitation of the question 
called attention to it, and led to its investiga¬ 
tion. But, for twenty years now, the church 
has been gaining ground, and at present occu¬ 
pies a very high position on the subject, but 
needs to take still advanced ground; and this 
.she is pretty sure to do at the next General 
Conference. I would not attempt to defend 
the resolution of 1836, which Judge Jay quotes 
asrainst “modern Abolitionism. Much less 


against “modern Abolitionism. Much less 
would I defend the resolution of 1840, against 
the admission of colored testimony in those 
States in which it was not allowed by law. 
Such a resolution was abominable. But it was 
carried mostly by Southern votes, only just 
enough Northern members voting for it to give 
it a majority. Those times have passed away, 
and most of the Northern churches are begin¬ 
ning to stand erect on this question, aud to 
throw the weight of their influence against op¬ 
pression. Not a man can be found in the min¬ 
istry of the Methodist Episcopal Church, I pre¬ 
sume, who will take the position that Slavery 
is right. A very few there are, a mere fraction, 
and these chiefly confined to about three Con¬ 
ferences of the forty five in the United States, 
whose course in church affairs is regarded by 
the great mass of the church as giving en¬ 
couragement to Slavery. I could name two or 
three ministers of this church whom I consider 
as decidedly Pro-Slavery; and there may be 
in the free States one or two in a hundred who 
vote with the Pro-Slavery Democracy, and thus 
unwittingly give their aid and support to an in¬ 
stitution which they profess to abhor. 

Has the Judge noticed the strong Anti-Sla¬ 
very resolutions passed yearly by almost every 
annual Conference for several years back? 
The Anti-Slavery sentiment is becoming deep¬ 
er and stronger 4 and more irresistible every 
day, and nothing but inveterate spleen and ill 
nature oan prevent any man from seeing it. 

What is said above, in defence of the Metho¬ 
dist Episcopal Church, is by no means intended 
as disparaging to other Protestant denomina¬ 
tions. Several of the Christian ohurches are 
taking hold of this subject in earnest, and all 
are advancing, The leaven is at work, which 
will ultimately leaven the whole lump. For 
this very reason, there is not the least shadow 
of necessity for the movements contemplated 
by the “Northern Convention.” Never before 
was the argument, which Judge Jay attempts 
to draw from the influence of Slavory on the 
ohurches so entirely destitute of force or 
meaning.

All the solvent banks should look 
to the earliest possible day for resumption; the 
insolvent ones had better be put out of the way. 


The New York Sunday Times says that, be¬ 
fore Bushnell (Wm. A.) could Marry Catherine 
Hayes, he was under the necessity of visiting 
this country and procuring a divorce from his 
wife, which he accomplished quietly, and with¬ 
out her knowing much about it, in Connecticut. 
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Mr. Tenney, State Treasurer of Massachu¬ 
setts, has commenced a suit for libel against 
the publishers of the Boston Traveller, laying 
his damages at $20,000, for the article in which 
he is accused of making a corrupt use of the 
pecuniary credit of the State.

Carson Valley. 

Since the movement made by the people of 
this region to secure for themselves a separate 
Territorial organization, events have occurred 
which increase the importance of the matter. 
It has always been an interesting question, as 
to what was the population of Caraon Valley. 
We now^ find that the Mormons who left it at 
the order of Brigham Young nnmbered nearly 
one thoufiand. The Gentile population remain¬ 
ing there is probably about equal. The prin¬ 
cipal settlement is called Genoa. At the latest 
dates, a great number of overland California 
emigrants wore stopping in the valley, before 
entering the Golden State, and also many per¬ 
sons had arrived from California, so that the 
farms abandoned by the Mormons would find 

immediate occupants._ 

The Maryland Election, 

Baltimore, Nov. 6.—The returns from the 
several counties of the State, which have been 
received, do not vary materially from last year’s 
vote. The American party will have a majori¬ 
ty in both branches of the Legislature. 

The successful competitors for Congressmen 
in the first and fifth districts are yet in doubt. 


The unemployed in New York continued 
their demonstrations on Friday, for the purpose 
of increasing the excitement, of making the 
movement more general, and of creating a sym¬ 
pathy for their wretched condition among those 
whom they suppose are able, and whom they 
claim are under an obligation to furnish them 
employment and assistance. After holding a 
meeting in Tompkins Square, they formed in 
procession, and, preceded by a banner, on which 
was inscribed “We Want Work,” marched 
down to Wall street, halting in front of the 
Merchant’s Exchange, and then to the Park. 
A committee then waited upon the Mayor, and 
shortly after reappeared, reporting that the 
Mayor assured them that the documents would 
be ready so as to give one thousand men em¬ 
ployment on the public works. This announce¬ 
ment was received with cheers, and the crowd 
dispersed. 

Advices have been received from Arizona, 
indicating the election of Lieut. Mowry as 
Delegate to Congress without opposition. The 
election was on the 2d of September. Appli¬ 
cations will be ntade to Congress for the or¬ 
ganization of the Territory, and for the legali¬ 
zation of this informal election. 


In London, all the banks, both private and 
joint stock, are thoroughly sound. Indeed, for 
the last five years they have made enormous 
profits, and scarcely any losses. No branoh of 
business has been more prosperous, and the 
same is the case at the present moment. The 
discount houses are likewise thriving. Some 
time since they were threatened with competi¬ 
tion by two companies formed under the lim¬ 
ited liability act. But these have not been 
sufficiently well managed to gain any extensive 
confidence, and the shares of both have long 
been at a discount.

“ A friend of ours was called upon the other 
day for assistance, by the wife of a mechanic, 
a saddler, who had always had work -enough at 
this season of the year, with ample wages, but 
who was now entirely out of employment. 
The gentleman offered to give the husband work 
for a day at least, in his own cellar, spiiting 
wood, piling ooal, &c. But the man had pawn¬ 
ed his last coat for a trifle—as well as his 
watch, and all his furniture—and must borrow 
another before he could come. The next day 
he came, in the gentleman’s absence, and 
worked till afternoon, when, just as he was 
leaving the house, he asked the domestics to 
give him some bread, if they had any, as he 
had eaten nothing till then, all day. Another 
friend of course was compelled the other day 
to dismiss nine of the men employed by him in 
manufacturing a certain article. Said he, ‘ I 
dismissed all the unmarried ones, and shall re¬ 
tain the others as long as I can. Bat it was 
pitiful to see the suspense and fear of those 
men as I went up to pay them last Saturday 
night. Their faces actually whitened before 
me in the evening light; they could not look 
me in the face, fearing that I should say I had 
no more work for them.’ ”

“ The great want of moral culture and train¬ 
ing. To this cause especially may be traced a 
large proportion of crime.” 


The conviction of Charles Oowlan, a clerk in 
the Portsmouth (Va.) post office, for robbing 
the mail, has been noticed.

The Holston Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church South, at its recent Confer¬ 
ence in Marion, Va., rescinded that clause in 
the Discipline which prohibits the “ buying and 
selling of men, women, and children, for the 
purpose of enslaving them.”

It was iutended to ship £20,000 by 
the latter vessel, bat the bank movement caus¬ 
ed the principal portion to be countermanded. 
The quantity of goods being forwarded is very 
small, and this fact will tend to improve the 
American exchanges. The India Company 
have given notice of a further rise of 4 per cent, 
on their rate for bills on India. 

The Times says the money market is ex¬ 
ceedingly quiet, owing to the absence of any 
important failures, and the signs of general 
stability among the leading manufacturers and 
shipping firms throughout the country. 

Uncertainty stjll prevails as to the probabili¬ 
ty of any further upward movement on the part 
of the bank, but the question will perhaps be 
solved before the lapse of another week- The 
demand for money is comparatively quiet, both 
at the bank and out of doors.

Tumultuous Meeting in New York. 

At the working men’s meeting at the City Hall, 
New York, November 9th, fears of an outbreak 
were entertained. Threats were made that the 
Hall would be attacked, if relief was not im¬ 
mediately afforded. The leaders were so in¬ 
flammatory in their speeehes, the Mayor deem¬ 
ed it necessary to send a police force to the 
spot, when the crowd dispersed. The gates 
leading to the City Hall were then all locked, 
except two, which were strongly guarded by 
policemen, who made every person tell his busi 
ness before being admitted.. A large crowd of 
laboring men gathered outside. The object of 
the mob appeared to be to intimidate the Com¬ 
mon Council to afford the poor relief. Marshal 
Rynders and Assistant Treasurer Cisco tele¬ 
graphed to Washington for permission to em¬ 
ploy the troops at Governor’s Island, in case 
the crowd attacked the sub-treasury.

The Post Office Department has decided that 
under the present laws postmasters are not 
compelled to receive cents in payment, for 
either postage or postage stamps, nor from any 
one person at any one time more than thirty 
cents in three-cent coin. All beyond this rests 
in their discretion. 


On Tuesday last, in Prince William county, 
Va., John Underwood was found guilty of “ut¬ 
tering and maintaining that owners have no 
rights of property in their slaves,” and fined 
$312.50. The Brentsville Journal says : 

“ A motion was made for a new trial, on the 
ground that the evidence did not justify such a 
verdict. Over-ruled by the court. The de¬ 
fendant then moved to arrest the judgment on 
the verdict, upon the ground that the statute 
upon which the prosecution was founded is a 
void and unconstitutional act, which motion 
was likewise over-ruled, and a bill of excep¬ 
tions tendered to the ruling of the court.” 


On the 13th ult., an election for Delegate to 
Congress was held by the settlements in Dako- 
tah Territory, and Alphens G. Fuller, formerly 
of St. Paul, was duly chosen by the people to 
represent them in that capacity at Washington. 
The example set in 1848 by the portion of Wis¬ 
consin Territory not included in that State, now 
in part Minnesota, in electing Mr. Sibley its 
Delegate to Congress, is doubtless the precedent 
for this action by the settlers in Dakotah. 

The inchoate Territory of Arizona has also 
elected a Delegate to Congress. 
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Simeon Draper again declines the office of 
member of the New York Board of Police 
Commissioners, made vacant by his own pre¬ 
vious declination. This leaves everything un¬ 
settled again. 


A man named Ford, arrested for stabbing 
Bailey, a Free State man, at Leoompton,-has 
been allowed to escape by Judge Cato who re¬ 
fused to call a grand jury, and so suffered the 
case to go by default, as it was only a Free 
State man who was stabbed. The Herald of 
Freedom says Cato is such an habitual drunkard 
that lawyers of all parties, as well as the peo¬ 
ple, complain loudly of him. He is often too 
drunk for a whole day to attend to business. 


Mr, Disraeli said, in a recent speech: “ I, for 
one, protest against taking Nena Sahib as a 
model for the conduct of the British soldier.
